The UDion of the cable-road conductors 
met this morning at 1 o’clock and carried 
oat their part of the compromise which 
was effected between the men and Super­ 
intendent Robinson Wednesday after­ 
noon, by voting their organization out of 
existence.

The men were very indignant over a 
report which appeared last Thursday 
morning in a Spring-street daily, which 
stated that they had made a practice of 
demanding the reinstatement of men 
discharged for cause. 
A committee was appointed to draw up 
an expression of opinion on the subject, 
and the following communication wae 
adopted unanimously: 
E d i to r s H e r a l d — A certain article 
published in the Tribune of the 26th 
inst., relating to the actions of the con* 
ductors of the Los Angeles Cable Railroad 
Company, to the effect that the union had 
demanded of Mr. Robinson the reinstate­ 
ment of certain members who had been 
discharged for having been derelict in 
their duties or who were otherwise incom­ 
petent, we desire to state that we have 
never demanded the reinstatement of 
any man. The article also states that 
the officers, or, as quoted by the Tribune, 
the ringleaders of the union were care­ 
less men, neglectful of their duties, dis­ 
honest and agitatorB ready at all times to 
cause a disturbance.

A SAD LOSS. 


T h e D e a t h .#f U r . L e d y a r d R e m o v e * 
a C u l t u r e d M a n . 
Dr. H. C. Ledyard died at his resi­ 
dence yesterday morning at half-past 6 
of typhoid-pneumouia. His illness was 
short and his death falls a sudden and 
unexpected blow upon his family and 
many friends. 
Dr. Ledyard came to this city to live 
several months ago. He took np the 
practice of his profession of dentistry at 
rooms in the Temperance Temple. An 
article which appeared in the H e r a l d 
last summer gave an account of the re­ 
markable life which the doctor had led 
as a traveler through the Asiatic and 
European continents. 
He was formerly 
a resident of San Jose, in this State, and 
immediately after his marriage, which 
took place about eleven years ago, he 
started on a tour around the world. He 
made a short visit in Japan, then settled 
in China, where he practiced dentistry 
among the Americans and the most en­ 
lightened Chinese families. After several 
years spent in this way, he started on a 
long trip through Siberia and Russia, 
stopping somutime at a number of places 
to study the people, while he practiced 
his profession. At last he settled in 
Constantinople 
and opened an office 
there. 
While he lived at Constantinople the 
doctor became the friend and companion 
of the two noted men who were sent to 
that city to represent the United States 
Government—General Lew Wallace and 
8. S. Cox. 
After an extended tour 
through the continental countries of 
Europe and through the British islands, 
Dr. Ledyard brought his family back to 
California. He came to Los Angeles for 
the purpose of visiting with some friends 
in this city, but found himself so pleased 
with the locality that he was deter­ 
mined to settle here. After another trip 
to Constantinople he returned to Los An­ 
geles to become a resident of the city. 
Dr. Ledyard was a man of high char­ 
acter and of superior intelligence. In 
his travels he made a point of gaining 
familiarity not only with the lauguage 
and customs of the people that he was 
among, hut also their political institn- 
tions. Had he lived he would have held 
a prominent position iu the most cul 
tured circles of the city.

A D i s a s t r o u s B l a z e . 
At 10:55 o’clock last night the resi­ 
dence of a family of colored people 
named Brunson, on Union avemie, be­ 
tween Second and Third streets, was dis­ 
covered to be on fire. An alarm was 
telephoned by Major Boasall and the 
Temple-street engine and Park Hose 
companies responded, but on arrival at 
the scene the firemen were powerless to 
act, the nearest plug being about a 
quarter of a mile distant. The house, a 
single story frame, was soon consumed 
by the flames, and in spite of the efforts 
of the neighbors and firemen to prevent 
the fire from spreading, the cottage ad­ 
joining, occupied by the family of Myers, 
the 
night 
watchman at 
Sheward’s 
store, became 
ignited 
and was also 
destroyed. The flames spread so rapidly, 
Gwing to the strong breeze blowing at 
the time, that it was impossible to save 
any of the effects in either case, and Mre, 
Myers and her children had a narrow 
escape from being burnt, as they were in 
bed when the fire broke out. 
Tho cause 
of the fire could not be ascertained, as 
the Brunson family were all away at the 
house of a friend, but it is believed that a 
lamp which had been left burning iu one 
of the rooms exploded and ignited the 
building. The Brunsons, who were in­ 
sured for $400, lost everything they had, 
and estim ate their damage at $1,000. 
while Myers’s loss,which was not insured 
a t all. amounts to about $800.

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ABOUND THE CITY. 
F. B. Sresovitch Held to An­ 
swer for Redaction. 


THB TESTIMONY IN THE CASE. 


Chamber of Commerce Movements— 
The Citrus Fair and Other 
Items of Interest. 


At 9 :30 o’clock yesterday morning the 
examination of F. B. Sreeovitch, charged 
with the seduction of Clara My ere, a 
German servant girl, under promise of 
marriage, was resumed before City 
Justice H. 0. Austin and in the presence 
of a large number of spectators. 
Mrs. Minnie Myers, the mother of the 
complainant, was the first witness called 
to the stand. She testified in effect that 
a year ago last fall Sresovitch called upon 
her and requested her permission to wed 
her daughter and that she gave her con­ 
sent to the marriage. The young couple, 
however, had a lovers’ quarrel shortly 
afterwards and for several months sub­ 
sequently did not associate together. 
Last fall Sresovitch and her daughter 
settled their differences and renewed 
their former pieasant relations. On one 
occasion the witness overheard a conver­ 
sation 
between Sresovitch and her 
daughter, carried 
on in ordinary 
tones, in the room adjoining that 
which 
she 
occupied. 
The young 
couple were discussing the subject of 
getting married, and there was unmis­ 
takably an understanding between them, 
that the wedding should take place in 
the near future. 
The witness created a considerable 
sensation by testifying that on the ISth 
inst. the defendant’s brother called at 
her house, and asked to see Clara. Her 
daughter came forward and in a brief 
interview with the girl, Sresovitch pro­ 
posed on behalf of bis brother, that she 
should dismiss the criminal action she 
had commenced, on the understanding 
that the defendant would marry her. 
Clara readily acceded to the proposi­ 
tion, and stated that marriage with the 
defendant was all she asked. These pre­ 
liminaries having been arranged satis­ 
factorily, the visitor left, and a few 
minutes later the defendant appeared in 
person and asked the girl, Clara, to ac­ 
company him up town, in order that 
they might be married before a Justice 
of the Peace, she promising to have the 
case dismissed immediately after the 
ceremony. 
The couple left the house and went up 
town, but instead of at once going to the 
Justice’s Court, Sresovitch induced his 
companion to accompany him to the 
office of his attorney. While there an 
affidavit was prepared by one of the 
lawyer's clerks, to the effect that the de­ 
fendant and Clara had continuously, 
ever since they had known each other, 
been intimate with each other. 
This 
was read to Clara by the attorney’s wife, 
who was present at the time. Sresovitch 
then took the girl before H. K Crowell, 
a notary public, who administered the 
oath to her and affixed his seal to the 
affidavit. 
From the notary’s office 
Sresovitch went to the District Attor­ 
ney’s office and attempted to procure a 
dismissal of the case by producing the 
affidavit; but Deputy Phibbs refused to 
do so until Clara Myers came to him in 
person and produced her certificate of 
marriage to the defendant. Sresovitch 
then left the office and Clara returned 
home, considerably crestfallen at the 
trick that had been played upon her. 
This closed the case for the prosecu­ 
tion, and the defendant, Frank B. Sreeo­ 
vitch, took the stand to testify in his 
own behalf. 
He said in effect that he 
first met Clara Myers on the Sunday fol­ 
lowing the arrival of the Myers family 
at their present residence, about a year 
and a half ago. 
The girl came over to 
his heuse, on the opposite side of the 
street, and spoke to him as he was dress­ 
ing in his room, requesting permission to 
draw some water from the yard in the 
rear, as none had yet beer laid to her 
parents’ house. He sent a man with her 
to show her where to get it, and as she 
left him she accorded him an invitation 
to call Oil her at her home. He subse­ 
quently did so, and walked with her 
from the residence of her parents, on 
Myers street, to the residence of Joe 
Bayer, where she was employed as a 
domestic servant. . Next time he met 
her she called npon him at his house, 
and their intimacy ripened rapidly. He 
first became too intimate with her 
that 
evening 
in 
the 
Clement 
tract, near her parents’ residence, 
and from 
that 
time 
he 
had 
m et her by appointment at frequent in­ 
tervals ior several weeks. On the occa­ 
sion of their first intimacy he had offered 
her money, but she refused it; but three 
or four evenings later she accepted 
from him, and altogether he had paid 
her about $60. On cross-examination he 
admitted that Clara had given him a gold 
breastpin as a Christmas present, and 
that he in return had given her $10, with 
the remark that he did not know what to 
purchase for her. 
A recess was taken until 2 o’clock at 
tbs close of the defendant’s testimony, 
but it was fully half an hour later before 
the proceedings were resumed, the de­ 
fendant being recalled for cross-examina­ 
tion. The next witness was C. A. Gard­ 
ner, who testified that he was employed 
at the office of an attorney named Hol­ 
comb. He made an affidavit on the 18th 
inst., and subsequently accompanied the 
defendant and Clara to the office of H 
E. Cornwell, a notary public, where it 
was sworn to by the girl. An effert was 
made to introduce the affidavit a-* evi 
dence, but to this the District Attorney 
strenuously objected, and the cot?t sus­ 
tained his objection. 
The complainant Clara Myers, was 
called as a witness for the defense, but 
she denied indignantly the statement 
that she had ever received any money 
from the defendant, with the exception 
of the $10 he once gave her at Christmas 
time m lieu of a present. She reiterated 
her former testimony as to his having 
promised to marry her before the seduc­ 
tion took place. 
Mrs. E. Holcomb then took the stand 
and stated that she was present at the 
time the affidavit was made by Gardner 
in her husband’s office, and read the 
contents of the document to the girl, 
Clara Myers, and particularly explained 
the meaning of tho word “ continuously” 
therein. 
H. E. Cornwell, a notary public, also 
read the affidavit to the girl in his office 
before administering the oath, and the 
defense rested its case. 
At the close of the arguments the 
court held the defendant to answer to 
the charge in the Superior Court under 
bonds in the earn of $1,500.

The safe which Mayor Hazard furnished

THE NEW QUARTERS. 
T he C ham ber o f C om m erce P erm a ­ 
n e n t E x h ib it a t n o il's H all* 
The Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce met yesterday afternoon. 
A large part of the time was spent in 
diecnssing the new quarters for the 
chamber, which it is now settled, are to 
be in Mott hall, on Main street. Captain 
Barrett read a subscription list, in which 
appeared the names of fifteen or twenty 
property owners of that vicinity, with 
an aggregate sum of about $600, which 
was subscribed toward the rent of the 
first year. A careful statement was pre­ 
pared of the changes which the board 
wished made by the owner of the prop 
erty. 
These included better lighting 
facilities, a fire escape and a wider auu 
better arranged staircase. The chamber 
will probably move into th6 new quarters 
and begin on the work of preparing the 
permanent exhibit as soon as the above 
repairs are made. 
A communication waB read from the 
Secretary of the State Horticultural So­ 
ciety, in which he stated that in the pro­ 
gramme which had been prepared for 
the Fruit-Growers* Convention, Wednes­ 
day, the 12th, had been left open in 
order that the Chamber of Commerce 
and other local organizations might carry 
out any plans which they had under 
consideration for the entertainment of 
the visitors. The secretary of the cham­ 
ber was instructed to confer with the 
local Horticultural Society to ascertain 
what their plans were. 
C. M. Wells was delegated to bring in 
three names for the committee which 
was to represent the chamber in the 
matter of the citrus fair county exhibit 
premiums. 
After discussing various other matters 
without taking action, the board ad­ 
journed.

A delegation of San Bernardino county 
men was in the city yesterday, and called 
upon Captain Gray to make arrange­ 
ments about their display at the citrus 
fair.

San Bernardino county day. Tne River­ 
side Ladies’ Band will give a perform­ 
ance. and various other attractions will 
be provided by the citizens of the county. 
The Woman’s Relief Corps of the G. 
A. R. will have charge of the refresh­ 
ments at ihe Pavilion during the fair. 
On Saturday evening this organization 
will have charge of the entertainment. 
There will be a drill, some tableaux and 
a dance. 
Captain Gray has caused an enormous 
and a striking red eign advertising the 
citrus fair to be poBted in the Southern 
Pacific Arcade depot. The superintend­ 
ent drove to Santa Ana yesterday to see 
what can be done at arousing more in­ 
terest in the fair among the citizens of 
Orange county.

The Dis­ 
trict Attorney made a strong case out 
against Abbott, and his attorney con­ 
tented himself with putting his client on 
the stand to swear he did not do it At 
about 6 o’clock the case went to the jury 
A verdict of guilty was found in five min­ 
utes.George Bangh, a native of Englaiid, 
was made a citizen in this court. 
The Supreme Court of the State has 
decided the case of George H. Smith and 
others against M. V. Biacailuz. The case 
came up this time on a rehearing on a 
petition of the defendant, and the case íb 
again decided in favor of the plaintiffs It 
is a land case, involving a parcel of land 
owned by Colonel George H. Smith, 
Major George S. Patton ZDd others. The 
property is situated just beyond Reser­ 
voir No. 4, and along the line of the Los 
Angeles and Pacific railroad Dr. Burke 
is also interested in the land The case 
was first tried iu this county before Judge 
Hutton. 
In the case of the Los Angeles, Pasa­ 
dena and Glendale railroad against Wot- 
kyns, to condemn a right of way over 
some lots in South Pasadena, the jury 
made an award of $1,321 damages.

BROADWAY. 
A P ro test A g a in st O p enin g I t to 
M ain fttreet. 
Some time ago a petition was received 
from people residing on Broadway, 
formerly Fort street, asking that it be 
cut through from Tentn to Main, so as to 
give it an opening at that end to a thor­ 
oughfare connecting with the eouthern 
part of the city. Acting on this petition 
and hearing of no objection to the pro­ 
posed work, the Board of Public WorkB 
instructed the City Engineer to make a 
map of the proposed extension, and after 
thie was done the Council adopted the 
required ordinance.

The officers of the Los Angeles Light­ 
ing Company complain that street re­ 
ports have created some misapprehen­ 
sion as to their action upon the leak of 
gas that occurred on Wednesday on the 
corner of Spring and First streets. The 
company’s statement is to the effect 
that as soon as they learned of the leak 
the superintendent, at 2 o’clock in the 
morning, went out with several men to 
try to locate the leak, which is generally 
difficult to do. The street could not be 
touched until a permit to tear it up bad 
been issued by the Street Superintend­ 
ent. This was not procurable before 9 
o’clock. As soon as it could be obtained 
a gang of men was set at work to find 
the leak, which took place late 
in the

cable of the street railroad from its 
pulleys on to the gas main, where it ran 
until it cut the pipe and allowed the gas 
to escape. At first the hole was but the 
size of a pin’s head, but by the afternoon 
a great hole was cut, letting all the gas 
in the main escape. It is thought that 
there are other mains in different parta 
of the city exposed to the same danger 
from being unprotected where the cable 
runs above them.

This is an orchard 
of 5,000 acres. Let us see, what Los 
Angeles paper is it that says in editorial 
wisdom that there will not be a specula­ 
tive movement in real estate hereabouts 
in the life of the present generation? 


Some steps should be taken at once to 
guard against any more dam disasters 
like those at Johnstown and Walnut 
Grove, whose horrors have shocked the 
civilized world. If there is no way to 
make those responsible for such dams 
suffer for the destruction of life and 
property, wrought by their negligence or 
ignorance, then our system of jurispru­ 
dence is badly in need of reformation. 


T h e r e are certain considerations re­ 
garding the World’s Fair which have not 
been fully weighed by some of the con­ 
testants for the prize. After the site has 
been selected and the buildings erected 
the cost of maintaining the enterprise 
will be immense. 
The first cost 
of the New Orleans exposition by no 
means covered all the outlay, the supple 
mental expenses having nearly bank­ 
rupted its management. 


Locd complaints are heard on all 
hands that our weather is not better 
than it is. Judged from the standard of 
what we usually enjoy, it might be bet­ 
ter, but compared with that of any other 
region it is divine. In Eastern Oregon 
50 to 75 per cent, of the stock has 
perished from the severe winter, and at 
Tacoma the mercury íb down almost to 
zero. Our fate might be worse, but judg 
ing from what obtains elsewhere, it 
could hardly be better. 


M ak in g s u te s by W k slesale. 
The application of the people of Okla­ 
homa for a Territorial government is 
positively refreshing. 
Territorial gov­ 
ernments are expected to be succeeded 
by State governments, and the area 
which it is thns proposed to ultimately 
erect into a State is not one-fiftieth part 
as large as that of California. To most 
people this would seem like cheapening 
statehood. 
The tendency for a long 
time has been in that' direction, and it 
would be natural that a strong protest to 
this wholesale business should emanate 
from the more populous and important 
Statas. Tne proposition appears to be to 
create new commonwealths practically 
without number, one plan contemplating 
the admission of Wyoming, Idaho, 
New Mexico 
and 
Arizona in a 
lump, irrespective of their populations. 
The idea which has generally hitherto 
governed the admission of Territories to 
the Union has been that the act should 
be delayed until they could claim a pop­ 
ulation equal to that which is made the 
basis of representation in the United 
States House of Representatives. This 
rule is regarded as a wholesome one, and 
it is quite likely that its enforcement 
will be insisted upon in the fnture. There 
have been conspicuous scandals in the 
making of States in the past. One was 
in the creation cf West Virginia out of a 
portion of the old Dominion in defiance 
of that provision of the Constitution of 
the United States which save that no 
State shall be formed out of an existing 
State without the consent of the 
latter. Perhaps quite as questionable 
a proceeding was the admission of the 
Territory of Nevada into the Union of 
sovereign States. 
While Nevada was 
dignified with the name ot the “ battle- 
born State,” it was really a State born of 
political j >bbery, and was brought into 
being to give the Republican party two 
additional votes in the United States Sen­ 
ate—the real motive underlying the cre­ 
ation of the State of West Virginia. The 
popular vote of the “ battle-born” com­ 
monwealth at the last Presidential elec­ 
tion was jast about one-third that of the 
county of Los Angeles. 
It will require a great deal of tact to 
handle this Oklahoma question success­ 
fully. Tne demand of the people there 
for civil administration, courts and all 
the 
usual 
machinery 
of 
orderly 
life, 
is 
legitimate, and must be 
met in some form. Unless, however, 
it is intended to make the stars on the 
American flag inconveniently numerous 
it will be a bad precedent to put trifling 
strips of territory in the way of becoming 
States. The easiest and most sensible 
solution of the problem is to keep Okla­ 
homa in leading strings, with a view of 
adding her to some existing State, or 
awaiting a contingency in which most of 
the Indian Territory will be in a condi­ 
tion to seek Statehood. That the present 
status of that large and valuable Territory 
will continue much longer, in view of the 
pressure of settlement in that direction, 
is not very likely. 


RECOVERING THE DEAD. 


Many Bodies Found in the 
Vale of Hassayampa.

The Victims Estim ated from Sixty- 
Five to Twice That 
Number. 


The efforts of the Emperor William to 
pose as the great champion of the labor­ 
ing claesss of the German Empire and 
of Europe do not seem to have been at­ 
tended with much euccess, if we accept 
the result of tha late German elections as 
a criterion. While the young monarch 
evoked an enthusiastic letter of apprecia­ 
tion from Cardinal Manning for his plan 
of a general labor confereuc3, the laborer 
himself appears to have been unmoved. 
If the Kaiser were to issue a manifesto 
in which he renounced the “ right divine 
of Kings” and showed some sympathy 
with modern thought, at the same time 
curtailing a portion of his enormous civil 
list, and surrendering to the public 
domain the greater pirtion of the crown 
lands, he would doubtless make an im­ 
pression on the classes he aimed to 
placate by his proposed conference. 
These lost elections make plain the fact 
that a new era for Germany opened with 
the death of the aged grandfather of the 
present Emperor—an era in whioli ab­ 
solutism will encouuter difficulties its 
advocates have not dreamed of. 


Senator Quay, it is said, is opposed 
to ballot reform. If this be true, the 
Pennsylvania man of blood and iron is 
not in accord with his party. The Re­ 
publicans are champions of ballot re­ 
form, civil-service reform and all other 
actual and urgent reforms.—[Si. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
Such are the innocuous paragraphs in 
Republican journals which excite a com­ 
passionate emile in those who know 
something of the facts. Nearly thirty 
years ago—almost dating back to the 
origin of the Republican party—the in 
timidation of voters by the Pennsylvania 
iron barons reached a point of oppression 
almost without precedent. The “ bosses” 
of the rolling mills and other manufac­ 
tories would stand at the polls and the 
operatives would be compelled to march 
up and vote a ticket printed on the back 
in large job type, which could be dis­ 
tinguished at a considerable distance 
The outcry at the outrage was so great 
that the next Legislature which as­ 
sembled in Pennsylvania was com­ 
pelled to pass a law providing for a 
really secret ballot, thus taking the brand 
of elavery from the brow of the working 
man. Here in California we remember 
the celebrated “ tapeworm” ticket which 
the Republican “ bosses” compelled the 
workingmen at the Mare Island Navy 
Yard to vote. The names of the Repub' 
lican nominees were printed on a long 
strip of paper, in small typo and very 
close together. It was utterly impossible 
to scratch this ticket, or to substitute 
another for it, and the workmen were 
obliged to vote it, nader penalty of in­ 
stant discharge. Here again the sense of 
pnblic indignation was so great at this 
invasion of the rights of the citizen that 
the Legislature of California, immedi­ 
ately upon its assembling, passed a law 
establishing a uniform paper and a folded 
and secret ballot. It is an instructive 
fact that both of these peculiar outrages 
on the rights of electors were cariied out 
by what the Globe-Democrat calls “ the 
champions of ballot reform.” 
, 


E vidence multiplies to show that the 
city money is not to be let out to the 
bank that bids the highest interest for its 
use. The ring intend to benefit by the 
use of the money, and will not let it go. 
The City Treasurer gives a bond for only 
$150,000, and many of hia sureties are on 
for more than twice the amount of their 
assessments on the books. One who is 
on for $25,000 has only $10.000 of assessed 
value. Aaother on for $10,000 is assessed 
for only $4,504 One who is surety for 
$20.000 has only $8.377 of assessed value. 
These were all duly accepted by the 
Council, who will not accept the bond of 
the City Bank because some of the sure­ 
ties are not assessed for as much as the 
amounts they are on the bond for. Yet 
the City Bank’s bond is $500,000—nearly 
four times as much as the Treasurer 
gives. This is of course all nonsense, 
and those practicing it know it to be 
such. It is simply to gain time. Every 
week the money is kept where 
it 
is 
by 
these 
snbterfuges 
of 
the Council, 
it is making money 
for the ring. 
That is all there is 
in it. The interests of the tax payers 
count for nothing so long as the ring 
prospers. 
When this method of delay 
shall become exhausted, some other 
method will be resorted to, in order to 
keep the funds where they will do the 
ring most good. In the end the case will 
go to the Supreme Court, and stay there 
until the last dollar of the city’s money 
is expended in one extravagant scheme 
or other. The police force is cat down ; 
all the useful departments of the city 
government are reduced to beggarly pro­ 
portions. Salaries of poor men are cut 
down, and in every way wrong is done. 
Meantime all the ornamental figure­ 
heads around the city hall are as gilded 
aB ever. Verily, the beauties of a riDg 
running a city government for the bene­ 
fit of its members is an exalted example 
of pure patriotism. 


T h e beat way to insure benefits to the 
unemployed labor of this city is to build 
the se were piecemeal. If there is to be 
voted at one fell swoop a million and 
a half dollars, this sum will act as a bait 
to outside contractors to secure this 
gigantic job and rush in labor from 
abroad to do the work. Vote all the 
bonds asked for, and the home laborer 
will get nothing out of it. 


T h e r e is patriotism in the attitude of 
the South in refusing to eell their right 
to local self-government for the hundred 
million-dollar bribe offered them in the 
Blair educational bill. If the South are 
opposed to this largess at the hands of 
the Government that ought to end the 
matter for good. They are the best 
judges of what they want. 


T h e city is in need of schoole, but the 
bonds voted for the erection of the high 
school canaot be sold because of the 
wrangle in the city government, created 
by the ring whose one aim is to do that 
which is best for the ring. The fight is 
interesting from a political standpoint, 
but the city’s good is not being sab- 
served.

T H E SCENE O F D ISA STER. 


A G r a p h i c D e s c r ip t io n o f th e F l o o d 
by a Survivor. 
Associated Press Dispatches to the H krald 
P r e sc o t t, Ariz., February 27.—The 
second courier to tne Journal Miner ar­ 
rived late this afternoon from where the 
dam which caused such a disaster used 
to be. The roads are still in such a bad 
condition that it is almost impossible to 
travel them. The courier interviewed 
Captain Hunt, recently of the United 
states army, who was on watch with 
Superintendent Brown when the dam 
gave away. 
He etated that the water 
had been rising at the rate of a foot and 
a half an hour all day Friday, and all 
the men that could be secured, about 
twenty in all, bad been employed in 
blasting the waste waterway to increase 
its capacity. All the other gates for 
allowing the escape of water were wide 
open. Even after the water reached the 
waste waterway, the bottom of which is 
several feet lower than tne top of the 
dam, there was no perceptible decrease 
in the rise of the water. 
n o w t h e w a te r w e n t o u t. 
At 9 o’clock it commenced to go over 
the top. and by midnight a sheet of water 
three feet deep was pouring over i\ 
Captain Hunt said the sign of the break 
was the snapping of the large steel cable 
connecting the tower in the middle of 
the dam with the bank. This occasioned 
a loud report, and he said it seemed as if 
a ball of fire was shot from it. At first 
Superintendent Brown and himself, who 
were standing on the bank within 
twenty feet of the water, thought some 
giant powder had exploded. The next 
instant the tower tottered, and it seemed 
as if the entire dam, containing 90,000 
tons of rock, all moved bodily at once, 
The roar of the waters and the grinding 
of the bouldere was perfectly deafening, 
SAVED BY HIS HAIR. 
F. M. Packer, a placer miner, living 
about a mile below the dam, has long 
hair reaching away down on his shoul­ 
ders, to which he says he owes his life 
When the roof of his cabin, to which he 
was clinging, floated into the tide, his 
hair caught in some bushes, and unlike 
Absalom’s long hair, proved the means 
of saving him instead of causing bis 
death. 
The messenger sent to warn those at 
the lower dam, and who failed to do so 
on account of getting drunk, has not 
been seen since 
THE 8TORY OF A SURVIVOR. 
The first of the survivors to arrive in 
Prescott was this afternoon, when John 
Hardee, Ed Davis and W. M Russell 
came in, all of them beiag more or less 
bruised and skinned from climbing a 
steep hill among the cactus and sharp 
rocks, to escape the flood. John Hardee 
gave his exparience as follows: “ 1 was 
camped on Barren creek, in a tent with 
three others; went to bed at 10. Some 
time after midnight I was awakened by 
a deafening roar, when I jumped out of 
bed and yelled at the others: ‘The dam 
has broken ; get up and run for your lives 
We were all dressed only in our under­ 
clothes. 
Under my pillow were my 
pants with ab^ut $200 in the pockets, anil 
my vest containing two fine gold watches, 
but I had no time to stop for either. We 
all ran as fast as we could for high 
ground. As_I reached a little rise I f*ll 
down, whetuthe water struck me, but I 
managed to ruu on my hands and knees 
for quite a distance, when I got up again 
and, looking around, saw a wave at least 
sixty feet high strike our tent, and it w*a 
goue. The distance between the bluff* 
at this point is about 200 yards, and the 
water filled this «pace sixty feet deep. 
THE BOONE FAMILY’S EXPERIENCE. 
“ Tne first person I saw was Tom Boono, 
who had his little sister in his arms, 
having carried her from their tent and 
saving her life. Mrs. £oone came up 
and said her husband had beeu lost. 
He had been the first one to hear tfio 
coming of the avalanche of water and 
had awakened the others. While he was 
still in the tent the boy (Tom) rushed out 
of the tent, and, seeing his little sister, 
grabbed her iu his arms and ran, his 
mother following. 
When Mr. boone 
came out, not knowing that the girl was 
safe, be went around the tent to look for 
her instead of rnnning direct to the bill, 
and in doing so was overtaken and 
drowned. 
Mrs. Boone was knocked 
down and narrowly escaped being thrown 
into the flood 
Her daughter, aged 14, 
who started with her, was lost. 
HUGE BOULDERS WASHED AWAY. 
“ A huge boulder, weighing hundreds 
of tons, in front of our tent, was swept 
away, and next day I went down the 
creek five miles in search of bodies and 
saw no trace of it. At the upper dam 
the company had a twenty-horse power 
upright boiler and engine that had been 
used in running a sawmill, and not even 
a bolt in it waB to be found. As far 
down the stream aB Wickenburg, thirty 
miles below, some lumber had been left 
on a high bluff near the lower dam 
which was not reached by the water. 
Coffins are being made of this and then 
floated down stream to where the 
bodies are found. The latter are being 
buried where found. 
MUTILATED CORPSES. 
“ The bodies found have all been badly 
mutilated, some even beyond recogni­ 
tion, excepting that of the little two- 
year-old baby of Mr. Haynes. It was 
foui'd at Wickenburg, thirty miles below 
where the family were a hen the water 
struck them and swept them all out of 
existence. This little baby when found 
was perfectly nude, but beyond a few 
small scratches wa* without marks, and 
looked as peaceful aud calm as though 
asleep. Thirty-seven bodies in all have 
been recovered.” 
The survivors who have arrived speak 
in terms of praise of Adjutant-General 


W. O. O’Neill, who organized the party 
for the search for and burial of the dead, 
and who has worked iucessantly almcat 
day and night. 
VICTIM S B U R IED . 
The Llat of Dead Estim ated at 
Mlxty-Flve or Seventy. 
Phosnix, Ariz , February 25.—Sheriff 
O’Neill, who went to the scene of the 
Walnut Grove disaster, returned to 
Ptmmir today with an additional list of 
victims. So far as known the followit g 
have b*en found and buried : 
M. C. Nieholl, Francisco Caisinn, 
Steven Bordega. Daniel Boone and 
daughter, Mrs. L. D. Haines and four 
children, James Faochan, James Bollen- 
ger, James Soarn, Phil Conway, fonr 
Chinese, one Chinese woman and seven 
umtnown white men. 
The following are known to be lost, but 
their bodies have not been recovered : 
George Clark, 8tephen Little, G. L. 
White and three Chinese. 
Two miners, named Mahoi e ' and 
Thompson, are still missing, and fears 
are entertained that they are lost. 
The list of dead will probably reach 
sixty-five or seventy.

The river 
is still rising. C. A. Wooster, who has 
just returned from Middleborough and 
intermediate points, says the Cumber­ 
land is higher than it has ever been be­ 
fore and the runaway waters have created 
havoc.

While there will be much 
discomfort and considerable loss, there 
is no apprehension of a devastating 
flood like those of ’83 and ’84, when the 
water reached peventy-one feet, unless 
there should be phenomenally rainy 
weather daring the next four days. The 
present stage of water drives out many 
families in the low grounds at Cincin­ 
nati. Covington, Newport and other 
points along the river. 
At a late hour tonight the rain, which 
had bean falling ceaselessly since day­ 
break, stopped. Unless unotoer very 
heavy fall occurs iu the next few days 
there is no danger of serious damage 
here, and it is thought the river will not 
rise much more, borne of the railroad 
traik-i are covered; and ingreaa to tne 
central depot is impossible 
If the 
weather clears, it is thought the situation 
will materially improve tomorrow. 
A storm is reported central about 
Nashville, Tenn , at this writing (11 
o’clock), causing grave apprehensions. 
I.f the precipitation in the next twenty- 
four hours should be as great in the 
Ohio valley as it has been at Memphis 
and Nashville from the storm approach­ 
ing from that direction, it will doubtless 
cause a great flood. 
M e m p h is, February 27.—The unusual 
rainfall over the entire water Bhed of the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers and their 
tributaries, since Saturday last, portends 
evil to the low lands protected by levees 
in the Yazoo delta aud Tensas nasins.

The part not so convertible gets a black 
eye. 
The world ought to have learned some­ 
thing from the United States trade dollar, 
of 420 grains, which was worth 15 cents 
less than the common silver dollar, 
though the latter 
was lighter by 7% 
grains. 
The heavier dollar was not 
legal money. 
This fact proved conclu­ 
sively that money did not depend on its 
intrinsic value, but on its "legal tender" 
quality, i. a., its legal power to pay debts. 
Let the gold eagle be demonetized,!, e , 
stricken off from the list of legal tender 
coins as the common silver dollar was 
demonetized by an erroneous codification 
of the United States statutes in 1873, 
and tbe demonetized gold eagle will 
assuredly be worth less than ten silver 
dollars of full legal tender power. Try 
to pass it, and be convinced! 
Gold is 
valuable because it is "m oney"—not 
"m oney" valuable because it is gold. 
Chew this well over! 
Mr. Windom is either thoroughlv b e ­ 
fogged, or he is fooling with the country 
in the interest of creditors who want to 
increase the purchasing power of debts 
receivable. 
Daniel W ebster said the in ­ 
debted masses, interested in debts paya­ 
ble, and who have their labor and prod­ 
ucts to sell, were first to be considered 
in a republic. 
However this may be, do 
not let the silver question be totally con­ 
fused by an enemy posing as a friend 
If the silver mines are to be ruined, and 
the property of debtors confiscated, as it 
was by the scaling up of debts from 1869 
to 1880, let the proposal to lim it the free 
coinage of silver, under the notion that it 
can reach an equality with freely coined 
gold, be exposed in all its insane ab­ 
surdity. Gold remains always at par be­ 
cause it is coioable. 
Mr. Windom is 
either hostile to silver, or he is as mad as 
the lunatic who spent his tim e in trying 
to join both the ends of two sticks, of 
different l9Dgths, at once.

The net Republican plurality in these 
fourteen Northern States of 312,234 ie 
represented in tbe present Congress by u 
net Republican majority of seventy-nine 
members. 
Of these seventy-nino extra 
members the election of seventy-four is 
due to the remarkable gerrymandering 
skill of those mo3t holy, Puritanical 
politicians who stand aghast when they 
contemplate the suppression of the voles 
of their brethren at the South. 
If the Democrats of these fourteen 
Northern States are adequately and fair y 
represented in the lower house of Con­ 
gress by 47 members, a proportionate 
representation of the Republicans of the 
same States wonld allow them only 51 
instead of their 126 members. 
If tbo Republicans are only fairly and 
adequately represented by their 126 
members, a proportionate representation 
of the Democrats of these States would 
give them 114 members instead of 47. 
If a constituency of 26,900 Republican 
voters is entitled to one representative, 
what good and sufficient reason can these 
monopolists of morality give for limiting
